NASIK,  India — Miss  Nancy  Ann 
Mjiller,  of  Seattle,  Washington,  was 
converted  from  Christianity  to  Hin- 
duism in  ceremonies  here  Tuesday. 
On  Saturday  she  will  become  the 
third  wife  of  Tukoji  Rao,  former  Ma 
harajah  of  Indore. 

At  the  ceremony  in  Cangapur,  a 
great  number  of  European  spectators 
watched  Miss  Miller  prostrate  herself 
before  the  Hindu  priest,  oriental  style, 
and  receive  the  caste  mark  on  hei 
brow.  The  American  girl  adopteu 
the  Hindu  name  of  Devi  Sharmista. 

PARIS,  France — A group  of  French 
inv^tigators  have  discovered  means 
of  creating  tremendous  pressure  with 
which,  they  declare,  diamonds  pf 
marketable  proportions  can  be  made.

Francis  dam  burst  early  Tuesday 
morning  and  a great  wave  estimated 
to  have  been  seventy-five  feet  high, 
rushed  furiously  toward  the  sea.  It 
swept  everything  before  it,  including 
.jnountain  cabins,  ranch  houses,  a city 
power  plant'  and  a tented  city  inhabit- 
ed by  seventy-five  or  thore  Southern 
California  Edison  company  workmen. 
The  cause  of  the  terrible  disaster  is 
unknown,  although  many  suppositions 
have  been  made.  The  most  feasible 
• one  is  that  seepage  through  an  abut- 
ting hill  had  caused  one  of  the  sup- 
porting ends  to  collapse. 

Four  hundred  people,  it  is  estimated 
have  been  killed  and  many  more  are 
homeless.  It  is  , believed  that  the 
-amount  of  water  lost  will  not  be  need- 
ed for  at  least  40  days  by  the  city  of 
Los  Angeles. 

The  ranch  of  Harry  Carey,  film 
actor,  was  inundated  and  thirty  In- 
dians ^living  at  the  trading  post  were 
swept  away  probably  to  the  ocean.
